“Gray Stones,” the residence of 
Mrs. James R. Gray, widow of the 
late editor of The Atlanta Journal, 
situated on Peachtree road just be- 
yond the famous “Dead Man’s Curve,” 
was destroyed by flames at 2 o'clock 
this morning. The origin of the fire 
is undetermined. ‘The damage is es- 
timated at $50,000 

J. W. Pittman, member of Fire Co. 
No. 15, was seriously injured in fight- 
ing the flames.. He was rushed to 
Grady hospital and placed on the op- 
erating table at 3:35. He lives at 170 
Atwoood. His back was broken in 
falling from the roof.

RAILROADS ASKING 
‘FOR EARLY RELIEF 
IN CAR SHORTAGE

Washington, November 20.—The 
Associatign of Owners of kailroad 
Securities today renewed its efforts 
to have the interstate commerce com- 
mission take steps toward establish- 
ment of permanent relief from rail- 
road car shortages. In a letter to 
Commissioner Aitchison, chairman of 
the car service division of the com- 
mission, 8. Davies Warfield, the asso- 
ciation’s president, de ared that.- so 
long as present condit.yas respecting 
the interchange of cars continue, pri- 
vate operation of. the railroads is 
“endangered.” 

The tetter adverts to the applica- 
tion of the Union Pacific to the com- 
mission, asking it to use its emer- 
gency powers to supply that railroad 
with cars consistent with the road's 
ear ownership. 

“If additional evidence were re- 
quired,” the Warfield letter says, “to 
demonstrate the inadequacy of pres- 
ent railroad conditions in respect to 
interchange of car equipment and the 
necessity of the pooling of inter- 
change freight cars, the application 
of the Union Pacific supplies it, be- 
ing unwilling entirely to rely on the 
competency of the railroads’ own 
agency to supply cars. 

“How long existing conditions can 
continue without action to eorrect 
them remains to be seen. Until they 
are corected private operation of the 
railroads in endangered.” 

The commission is reminded of the 
proposals’ the security owners’ organ- 
ization has laid before the commis- 
sion and says that notwithstanding 
the virtual admission by the carriers 
that their own agency has not per- 
formed the service for them, the com- 
mission has taken no steps to remedy 
the situation. It has been stated, 
according to Mr. Warfield, that ade- 
quate ear service cannot be supplied 
without some definite central agency 
which has wide powers to utilize the 
railroads’ facilities.

Novelist, Dies 


Of Asphyxiation

‘Bronson Howard, noted novelist and 
playwright, ended his life by inhaling 
gas in his bachelor apartment at Hol- 
lywood some time Monday. 

Bronson Howard's body was found 
late in the day when other occupants 
cf the apartment building smelled es- 
caping gas and broke down the door. 
The police were called, and found that 
the playwright bad inhaled gas from 
a tube, but they were unable to dis- 
cover any motive which he might have 
hand for the suicide. 

Friends of Howard in Hollywood, 
where he was writing motion picture.

account for the autbor’s act. ° They 
declared he had seemed in the best 
of spirits and was doing well finan- 
cially, 

Howard was born near Baltimore, 
Md., 38 years ago. During the early 
part of the war he was.a major in the

Howard was at one time a dramatic 
critic for The New York Morning 
Telegraph, and was also widely known 4 


as a short story writer. He was 
credited with writing one edition of

Julian Harris, publisher and ed- 
itor of The Celumbus Enquirer-Sua, 
was in Atlanta Monday.

Washington, November 20.—Tyo 
cotton spinning industry was mor 


active during October than in Sep- 
tember, the aggregate number of ac- 
tive spindle hours reported for the 
month having been 8,289,885,446, 
compared with 7,760,863,470 on Sep- 
tember, the census bureau announced 
today. 

The average number of spindlés op- 
erated was 36,834,931, or at 99.2 per 
cent capacity on a single shift basis, 
compared with 34,822,378 or at 92.9 
per cent capacity in September. Cot- 
ton spindles in place October 31 num- 
bered 37,128,659, compared with 37,- 
075,407 on September 30. 

Active spindle hours in cotton 
growing states aggregated 4,577,464,- 
015, compared with 4,338,056,582 in 
Septetnber and in all other states 3,- 
712,421,431, compared with 3,422,- 
806,883 in September. 

The average hours per spindle in 
place during October was 22%. com- 
pared with 200 in September. In 
cotton growing states the average was 
#84, compared with 270 in September 
and ip all other states 177, compared 
with 163 in September.

Chicago, November 20—Indictments 
charging two murders and one at- 
tempted murder were voted late Mon- 
day by a grand jury here against Mrs. 
Tillie Klimek and Mrs. Nellie Ster- 
mer Konlik, the “arsenic widows,” 
charged by the yolice with poisoning 
twenty husbands, children, lovers, 
friends and relatives, fourteen of 
whom are dead. 

The death penalty will be asked 
for both women, Assistant State’s 
Attorney MeLangblin announced, and 
the cases will be rushed to trial. 

The three indictments charge the 
“arsenic widows” jointly with three 
separate crimes. ‘Ihe crimes alleged 
are the attempted murder of Joseph 
Klimek, present husband of Mrs. Kli- 
mek, who is dying in a hospital after 
eating poisoned soup; the murder of 
Frank Krupsezyk, third husband of 
Mrs. Klimek, and the murder of Wo- 
jick Stermer, a former husband of 
Mrs. Koulik. 

William MeNally, coroner’s chem- 
ist, was the chief witness before the 
grand jury. He testified to finding 
large quantities of arsenic in the 

ies of Krupsezyk and Stermer, and 
of the symptoms of arsenic poisoning 
displayed by Klimek. 

Mra.. Walter Behring testified that 
Mrs. Klimek. while she was still Mrs. 
Krupscezyk, had assured friends that 
he would not live long. and had paid 
$30 for a coffin, which she stored 
with Mrs. Behring pendine her hus- 
band’s death, following which event 
it was taken out and used. 

John Stermer, son of Mrs. Konlik. 
related details of his father’s illness, 
tending to show that Stermer died 
of arsenic poisoning, and testified 
that he himself had suffered with 
similar svmrtoms at the time of bis 
father’s death.

In keeping with 
custom, the flinging of a silk hat or 
the placing of a card on a seat was 
sufficient for a legislative season's 
reservation.

lected by the international trade com- 
mission which investigated conditions 
in most European countries, is to be 
submitted to President Harding and 
Secretaries Mellon, Héches and Hoov- 
er. A preliminary report already haa 
been submitted to Secretary Melon 
and he expressed his desire for the 
comnlete plan which Dr. Owen has 
had prepared.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Iodine to Prevent Goitre. 


Please print the directions for tak- 
ing iodine to prevent and cure goitre. 
(Mrs. H. P. M.) 

Answer—A deficiency of iodine in 
the food in regions far from the sea 
or at considerable altitude, probably 
accounts for the frequency of simple 
goitre among children, particularly 
girls. This deficiency may be sup- 
plied by administering each spring 
and autumn, as has been done in some 
of the public schools in cities of the 
great lakes region, a course of iodine 
in some form, it doesn’t matter par- 
ticularly what form of iodine, save 
that very small quantities are neces- 
sarv. 

One ar* two" drops of tincture of 
iodine may ba given each day, in a 
glass of water. for a period of six 
weeks in the ‘spring and again for 

a period of six-weeks in the fall. 

Or one or two grains of sodium 
indide may he given daily, dissalved 
in not legs than a quart of the drink- 
ing water. for a period of a month 
each spring and autumn. 

This has not only prevented eroitre 
on a large seale when systematically 
given, but it has cured many cases of 
simple coitre. 

Persons with exophthalmie eoitre 
should not exneriment with idoine in 
any form, unless nnder medical di- 
rection and observation. . 

Castor Oil and Salts. 

Which is the most harmless nhysic. 
castor oil or salts? (T. U. €.) 

Neither can be called a harmless 
nhysic, but it is difficult to savy which 
is the more harmful. Perhans salts 
works more havoe among adults: eas- 
tor oil does more harm to infants: 
for adults abnse the one, and infants 
ate maltreated with the other. 

Quadroon and White. 

What are the chances of the aff- 
spring of a quadroon and a white be- 
ing born black? (H. M.) 

Answer—Some of the ties may 
have more pigment than the quadroon 
parent, some may have less. The av- 
erage degree of pigmentation of the 
skin of all the children would be less 
than that of the darker parent. The 
chance ofea black child‘ being horn 
of such parentage is practically nil. 


DISTILLERY CAPTURED 
BY FLORIDA OFFICERS 


_ St. Auaiitine, Fla., November 20. 
Not a still but a distillery with a 
1,000-gallon capacity with equipment 
valued at $5,000 was the haul made 
by Sheriff. Boyce. 14 niiles north of 
this city yesterday. ‘Iwo hundred 
and fifty gallons of “shine,” eighty 
barrels of corn mash, one hundred 
sacks of charcoal and several hundred

The operators had constructed two 
and a half miles of roadway to the 
location of the plant and a tramway 
had been built to hafidle the barrels. 
The still was constructed along the 
most approved lines used bv leva! 
distilleries with two 500-gallon eyv- 
press tanks. connected by a charcoal 
firebox with a complete piping sys- 
tem, water being furnished by two 
force pumps. Five-gallon bottles 
were labeled, numbered and _  ad-

The still was running when cap- 
tured and A. J. and Jock Mosley were 
arrested two miles from the scene 
in connection with its operation.

Deputy game wardens in all parts 
of the state reported to State Game 
and, Fish Commisioner J. Frank 
Rhodes that huntsmen had been obtain- 
ing licenses in large numbers and that 
the fields would be filled with game- 
seekers Monday. 

Bird Hunting Air. 

Old November made a belated de- 
cision to cease her imitation of 
August and to appeur once more in 
her natural winter temperature. As 
a result, a crisp wind zipped across 
the fields and gave that tang to the 
atmopshere which makes bird-hunting 
80 invigorating and sets the blood to 
coursing through the veins of the true 
huntsman. Jimmy pipes gave out 
their more or less fragrant aromas 
and with guns working in well-oiled 
precision, the first big day of a series 
of big days for sport lovers was under 
way. 

As night fell, the huntsmen trooped 
back toward their homes deliciously 
fatigued and hungry. With their 
hunting bags -well filled, some were 
a purticularly fortunate lot, while 
even those who did not have so much 
success appeared to be thoroughly well 
pleased with the day. As the lights 
began to glimmer in farm houses, 
huntsmen now and then caught the 
sinell of frying bacon and obtained a 
winff of boiling coffee, which alone 
is worth all the effort expended on a 
bard day’s tramp for game, 

Need No Federal License.

“T cannot help but agree with Mr. 
Jones of, Yale when he states that he 
thinks an eastern conference would be 
@ great thing for football in general 
and for eastern football in particu- 
lar,” said “Bob”" Fisher, in comment- 
ing on one of the chief topics under 
discussion by football followers. 
“Many plans have been presented for 
consideration and not a few of these 
have had a number of good points, 
but none have had the strength and 
provisions for the future that are out- 
. lined in the plans for an eastern con- 
ference. 

“There are a great many follow- 
ers of eastern football who are op- 
posed to such a plan. They feel that 
footba!! in the east has developed into 
a pretty fine proposition and that it 
Would be best to leave well enough 
alone. And it must be admitted that 
there is some ground for their 
opinions. When they point to the 
bowl at New Haven, Palmer field, 
Franklin field, our own stadium, and 
to the large crowds that gather at 
the Polo Grounds and other places to 
witness college games and then re- 
mind you that these conditions have 
eome about without the aid of a con- 
ference, they have a good argument 
on their side of the discussion. 

“However; it should be remembered 
by these advocates of the-present sys- 
tem that wherever conference foot- 
ball has been played, the additions 
have been bettered, the game has be- 
come faster, and the crowds have in- 
creased two-fold. In other sections of 
the country where conference football 
is played the men who have had ex- 
perience under both regimes are as 
one in saying that they would never 


want to see the old order of affairs!
